FIRST ELEPHONE. 


Exhibited at Centennial Exposition 
Thirty Years Ago. 


(From The Baltimore News.) 
On June 25, 1876, at the centenia!) ex- 
‘hibition in Philadelphia, the telephone 
was for the first time exhibited to the 
public. A few months before Alexander 
iGraham Bell had perfected his invention. 
| ope it was not until a month after the 


opening of the centennial that it oe- 
curred to him to exhibit the. wondet- 
working device at the great fair.

the centennial. But the scene tn which 
the Brazilian emperor was the chief 
figure had a far-reaching effect. After- 
ward, indeed, until the exhibition closed, 
‘the telephone shared with the then cele- 
brated Corliss engine the distinction of 
being the center of attraction. For Dom 
Pedro's benefit Dr. Bell recited over the 
telephone Hamlet's oft-quoted’ solflquy,, 
and this is said to have been the first 
public demonstration of the practical 
| value of the telephone. 

The telephone as seen by those who 
| visiteq the centennial exposition did not 
iat all resemble in appearance the instru- 
ment with which people of today ars 
familiar. Lord Kelvin. who was the first 
scientist to hail the telephone as a sclen- 
tific triumph, described the instrument 
exhibited at Philadelphia as “homespun 
and rudimentary.”’ but it embodied the 
the electrical pfifPof.s eldrhtu husfald 
essential principle without which the 
electrical transmission of the sound of 
the volce would be impossible. 

In the thirty years since the centennial 
the telephone inatrument itself has been 
yerfected, and, at the same time, means 
ave been devised to bring it into practi- 
cal use. The first’ telephone switchboard 
was constructed at. Bridgeport, Conn., 
in 1877. A little later at Ansonia, 
Conn., @ process was devised by which 
the outer surface of copper wire could ba

Models of Human Form. 

The ancient Greeks sought to perfect 
the human’ form, and ft Is not to be 
wondered @&t that marble models of 
strength, grace and beauty have been 
unearthed where the Olympian games 
inspired a rivairy in physical develop- 
ment. The games wehbe established near- 
ly 800 years before the beginning of the 
Christian era, and during the nation’s 
independent existence they were held in 
such high esteem that the laure] wreath 
of victory “was the greatest reward 
within the reach of the youth of the 
eountry.. -Bach city had its stadium, 
some of them of immenge size. The one 
at Athens seated 60,000 sapectators, and 
the enthusiasm aroused by the contests 
were scarcely less than that which at 
Rome greeted the giadlators. By the 
generosity of a rich Greek the stadium at 
Athens has recently been restored at a 
cost of more than a million dollars. The 
race course is 670 feet long and a lHittle 
more than iO feet in width, and- the 
seats are of Pentelic marble. Notwith- 
standing its great capacity it cannot con- 
tain the ¢rowds thaf, assemble to wit- 
neas the athletic games, renewed there 
in 1896 by the International Athletic As- 
sociation. Our country ha& the distine- 
tiun of having led ‘n the contest ot 
1896, and again in the contest held at 
Athens last April. Our representatives 
won |! prizes each time, and I found 
that these victories had very favorably 
impressed the people of Athens.

A level, shelf-like apace was formed near 
the top of tire hill where a few thousand 
could gongregate, and here the citizens 
listened while the greatest of all the 
public speakers poured forth his elo- 
quence.’ It was worth a trip to Athens to 
view this spot where Demosthenes deliv- 
ered, the oration on the crown and the 
Philippice which have been the gatiern 
set before the student for 2,260 years. 
In the marshalling of facts, in the group- 
ing of arguments, in the use of inyective 
and in the arrelgning of climaxes, he is 
still the teacher. Some one hes drawn a 
distinction between Cicero and Demos- 
thenes, sayimg that when the former 
spoke the people said, ‘“‘How well Cic- 
ero speaks,’’ while, when Demosthenes 
spoke, they said, “Let us go against 
fase al Demosthenes’ style was more 
convincing than ornate; his purpose was 
to arouse, not merely to please, and from 
the accounts that have come down to 
us hig delivery was suited to his lsn- 
guage. He, in fact, gave to action the 
highest place among the requisites of ef- 
fective speech. We recalled this saying 
of Demosthenes when we listened to the 
excited tones and watched the gesticu- 
lations of the boatmen who thronged 
about our ship in the harbor of Piraeus. 
The physician who came aboard to ‘ex- 
amine the paefengers gave us even a 
better illustration of “action;’’ although 
his gestures were more forcible than 
graceful, possibly because he addressed 
himself to the captain of the ship instead 
of to the multitude. 

On the shore of the Aegean sea, be- 
tween Athens and the harbor, at a place 
where Demosthenes may have tested hfs 
voice against the tumult of the waves, 
I gathered some pebbles.

The several nations have 
agreed that the integrity of the syltan 
is to be maintained’ and that from now 
on there is to be equal trade for every 
one in Morceco. 

“A national bank has been opened at 
Tangier to finance the obligations of the 
This bank is so constituted that 
every nation which took part in the con- 
ference has a share in it. France has 
two Shares and the syndicate which 
placed the first loan of $10,000,000 ‘with 
the sultan some time ago has a like num- 
ber. Altogether there are fifteen shares, 
which means that it will require the vote 
of eight shares or a majority of the 
Stock to sanction the placing of any loan, 
mortgage or other obligation. In other 
words, his majesty cannot incur any 
without a mafcrity of the 
nations agree. The capital of the Bank 
is to be not less than 15,000,000 francs, 


j}and it cannot be more than 20,000,000.

The French, who 
had hampered the English in the admin- 
istration of Egypt, mace an agreement 
to give them a free hand there, if they, 
im return, would allow France to have 
a free hand in Moroceco.. Great Britain 
then said that France ought to assist 
in the administrative, economic, finan- 
efal and reforms in ‘Morocco, 
and practically agreed to keep her hands | 
off. After that she would not have 
dared send troops across from Gibraltar, 
for the French would have considered 
such an act a violation og the spirit of 
the agreement and might have resisted 
it. When | returned from my eaptivity, 
I saw the governor of Gibraltar, 6ir 
George White, and he totd me he would 
have been. powerless to have defended 
Tangier in of assault. You may 
have also that the English gov- 
ernment sent word to the Gi- 
braltar officers that they must be careful 
in going about Tangier and must not 
risk making expeditions of any kind 
into the interior of Morocco.”’ 


Why France Wants Morocco, 

“What has been the position of France 
In regard to Morocco?’ 

“It has for years been looking upon it 
with greedy eyes, and that not only as 
a commercial but as a military proposi- 
tion.

Later on the Kaiser 
‘stopped at Tangier on his way through 
the strait of Gibraltar and tnen made 
the statement that he would huld Moroc- 
co to its treaty stipulations with Ger- 
many. ‘This prevented any turther prog- 
ess in the French achemeé and eventually 
ed to the confcrence,”’

$4,300,000 greater than for. the same 
month last year, and buildin. permits 
for May, June and Juiy—the months 
when, last year, building was at its 
height—this year $1,368,000 greater than 
for the same three months in. 1906. 
These giowing ‘facts may be distressing 
for the pessimists, but it should be re- 
remembered that Portland has sleokinO 
place for a pessimist for the past two 
years, 

Talk of this sort has the true ring 
to it. It gives a black eye, moreover, 
to the somber preachment that great 
fairs work detriment to the cities in 
which they are held, and that many 
years are required in which to effect 
a recovery from their disastrous ef- 
fects. The tale from Portland runs 
in much the same parallel as that fa- 
miliar to the people of Atlanta with 
regard to the beneficent result of the 
great Cotton States and International 
Exposition. This is conceded to have 
been instrumental in the astounding 
growth noted since that enterprise 
closed its gates. 

Portland is not an isolated instance, 
if we are to credit the reports coming 
trom St. Louis. Many of the citizens 
were giving vent to gloomy forebod- 
ings when the Louisiana Purchase ex- 
position went out of existence. They 
expressed the belief that the town 
had been set back many years in its 
natural expansion, and that the stim- 
ulus of the fair would prove to be a 
false one.. Developments have failed 
to support this morbid view. _ Real 
estate has taken an appreciable and, 
apparently, a permanent jump in 
value. Residences, stores and manu- 
facturing enterprises have increased 
with a gratifying rapidity, and the 
city seems to have experienced none 
of that depression which sometimes 
follows the winding up of a great un- 
dertaking such as the fair of two 
years ago.

Geneva, August |i.—The halo of mys- 
tery which until comparatively recent 
years surrounded the snow-clad moun- | 
tains has passed away, and an easy fa-) 
miliarity now reigns in its stead, with | 
the result that the recognized rules of | 
mountaineering are more frequently vio- 
lated, and the number of accidents in the 
Aips is increasing every yéar. 

This season is barely two months old, 
and already forty-eight fatelities have 
happened, mainly on the lower moun- 
tains. : 

In point of danger ,and in proportion 
to the number of its devotees, mountain- 
eering comapres favorably with most 
-neglect of ordinary vrecautions or the 
Aips have become more numerous of 
late years, this is due to the deliberate 
neglect of ordinary presautions or the 
unconscious violation of the established 
rules of the ‘‘craft.”’ :

Three young German sf udents, 
the time hanging heavily, decided 
leave Montreux ‘for a climb” 
mountains above. With no provieidgs, in| 
town boots, wearing straw hats, and’ 
gaily swinging their canes, the ‘Alpin- 
ists’ set out on their journey. Needlesg 
to add, they lost thelr way, and in the 
Couloir de Chaumeny the inevitable ac- 
cident happened. Two were carried 
down to pt Gingolph with broken limbs, | 
and are still in hospital there, probably 
injured life 

A similar accident happened to a young 
Swiss named Aschbacher, of Clarens, } 
who ventured on the Cime de |’Est alone 
and fell down a precipice, where he re-/} 
mained thirty hours before being res- | 
cued, 

The other fatalities, with few excep- 
tions, could have been avoided if guides 
had been employed and some care and 
judgment been used by the hapless vic- 
tims. 


Daring Women Climbers. 

There is, however, a pleasanter side to 
mountaineering—the conquest of the 
giant Ajps, and, curious to relate, women | 
elimbers have captured most of the | 
laurels so far this season. 

The first ascent of the Matterhorn was 
made by a Swiss girl of 18. Mile. Leonie 
Giordraux, of Zermatt. Roped between 
two stalwart guides, ashe negotiated the 
perilous path up to the summit with 
great skill and pluck, watched by a hun- 
dred telescopes below. 

Agother girl, Mile. Isabelle Laugel, of 
Paris, aged !3, created a _ record by 
climbing the Aiguille de I’'In, about /2.- 
000 feet high, one of the most dangerous 
peaks in the entire Mont Blanc range.

The system has paid the 
colony well, for in the London market 
butter bearing the government stamp is 
excelled in price only by the Danish pro- 
duct.

Georgia. | 

“The name Ocmulgee was said by Col- 
onel Benjamin Hawkins be of Mus- 
cogee origin, and derived from the In- 
dian Oc or Och, which signifies water 
and mulgee, boiling or bubbling.’’ 

Here at historic Indian Spring, where 
the very rocks are eioquent of the fa- 
mous Mcintosh, the mind revérts with 
romantic interest to those days when 
these giant trees sheltered Indian war- 
riors. 

From the gray halred historian of Ma- 
eon, whose grandfather, Duncan ~~ G, 
Campvell, was one of the United States 
commissioners at the treaty of Indian 
Spring, in 1825, we jearn that the Creeks 
came from Mexico ‘to Ohio, and reached 
this neighborhood, from the west, about 
1620. It was then that the names end- 
ing in began to designate the rivers 
and streams. 

By the way, the Creeks 
called themselyes Muscogees. it was 
Only after the British invaded the coun- 
try that the name Creeks was given them, 
from the many small streams the Musco- 
gees lived upon. It wag an insignificant 
substitute for the real tribal name. 

“Oglethorpe is the first fhite man who 
mentions the name Ocmulgee.” Some 
time about 1737-39 Oglethorpe crossed 
this river at the site of Macon. on a 
visit to Coweta, where he made a treaty 
with eight tribes of Indians. On this 
journey evidently had to cross the 
Chattahoochee to reach Coweta. amd 1té 
must be this crossing that the Oglethorpe 
chapter of Columbus proposes to mark. 
We cannot locate the exact place of 
crossing at Macon. He was following 
the trading path between Augusta and 
the Creek nation. On the east band of 
the Ocmulgee this trading road ran. for 
2 miles. through ancient Indian fielda, 
called Ocmulgee fields, they were the 
rich lowlands of the river. 

“These od fields and planting lands ex- 
tended up and down the river !5 or 29 
miles from the _ site of the artificial 
mounds and terraces,’’ which are men- 
tioned in the geology of Indian antiquities 
as among the most wonderful tumul: 
in America. ‘This place is remarkabie 
for being in Indian records, the first town 
or settlement where ‘they sat down’ as 
they termed jt, or established themselves 
after their @migration from beyond the 
Mississippi.”’ 

Here it was 1806 that Fort Hawkins 
was built at t} ommendation of Colo- 
nel Benjamin Hawkins to the war depart- 
ment, under the presidency of Thomas 
J fferson. ‘oloned Hawkins was the 
sole commissioner of Indian affairs southa 
of the Ohio, and he!d his office under 
Washington and Jefferson until 1t816, 
when he died at his home at the Creea 
agency, near the Flint river. He pos- 
sessed numerous manuscrips and papers 
of great value, collected during the thir y 
years of work among the Indians. Most 
of these were burned with his residence, 
but some letters of his now exist, and are 
said to in the Historical Society at 
Savannah. <Any information concerning 
such papers would be greatly appreciated, 
We cordially invite the chapters all over 
the state to aig us in this attempt to 
gather up articles, for a museum at Ma- 
con's centennial fair, from October 2 ¢t9 
10, inclusive. Let us have a grand rally 
day. Our building whl be headquarters 
for all Daughter of the American Revo- 
lution who visit the fair. We will gladl¢ 
welcome them to the F: Hawkins build- 
ing. to be with us Fort Hawkias 
day. celebration speeches will b3 
made. to long remembered 
of the Daughters of the American Revo- 
lution work of our state. 

In another article soon, we will try to 
give a short account of the old fort, 
and cite names of the men connected with 
its valiant history.

The Clothes That Degrade. 


(Sir Alfred E. Pease in Contemporary 
Review.) 

In my opinion one of the greatest mis- 
fortunes that has befallen the South 
African native since the advent of thé 
white man is the fact that he has been 
not only allowed but encouraged, and 
by missionaries obliged, to discard native 
dress for Muropean clothes. 

It may be said that the native had no 
dress to discard, but this is not true. 
But if missionaries, with their narrow 
views and unwholesome prudery, thought 
that a partial covering of the body did 
not adveadrtise sufficiently the change 
within it, what sort of brains have they 
who have been incapable of any idea 
beyond dressing wp the native in an 
imitation of their own attire, a costume 
as imappropriate to the native as his 
would be for the white man? In British 
East Africa and elsewhere missionaries 
have avoided this mistake. 

I shall never forget the shock I got 
when I first landed at Cape Town. I 
had been accustomed to the picturesque 
dress of natives in North Africa. I had 
lived among Arabs, Mzabis and Berber 
peoples, and had been among Somalis in 
snowy robes, with Abyssinians in white 
and scarlet shamas, among Indians in 
their bright colors. I was familiar with 
Gallas and tribes who wore skins or next 
to nothing, but for the first time tn my 
life I saw a teeming native population in 
the most terrible copy of the worst type 
of our unlovely garments, the men in 
old bowler or felt hats, filthy shirts and 
trousers, the women decked out in just 
the costumes that would be used to make 
an audience scream At a nigger minstrel 
entertainment. Here at least was one 
reason, to me a sufficient One by itself, 
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set of resolutions was drafted and read: 


[URGENT NEED IS SHOWN 
FOR COURT OF APPEALS. 


NE of the most important acts 
passed by the legislature in re- 
cent years is that approved by 

the governor last week, which provides 
for submitting to the people, for ratifica- 
tion at the October election, a constitu- 
tional amendment ocreating a court of 
appeals. 

The urgent need for such a court was 
pointed out by Governor Terrell in his 
message to the general assembly at the 
beginning of the present session, and by 
Presiding Jusice Cobb, of the supreme 
court, in his address wo that body. It 
was shown that the yearly increase cf 
cases carried to the supreme court had 
been such that those of laet year ex- 
ceeded by more than 50 per cent those 
carried to it in 1895, when the number 
of supreme court judges was_ increased, 
that the cases decided in a year were 
ag numerous as those of the four states 
of Virginia, West Virginia, North Caro- 
lina and South Carolina combined, and 
that the court had reached the point 
where it no longer had sufficient time*to 
hear oral arguments, and it was prob- 
able that in a few months the judgments 
of the lower courts in a large number of 
cases pending in the supreme court would 
be affirmed by operation of law, because 
of inability of that court to dispose of 
them in the time required by the con- 
stitution. 

Some years ago the need for a court 
of the character of the proposed court 
had becOme s0 apparent that a commit- 
tee of the state bar association was ap- 
pointed to prepare a oii! providing for 
a court of appeals and to urge its adop- 
tion. The bill introduced by Mr. Perry, 
of Hall, at this session of the legislature 
was the same bill prepared by that com- 
mittee and introduced at a former ses- 
siowm Under that bill, lMWwowever, the 
ratification of the amendment creating 
| the court would not of itself enable the 
court to go into operation, and further 
legislation would be necessary. This 
would have postponed indefinitely relef 
which had become moOre urgent since 
the preparation of that bill. 
tute bill providing for a self-executing 
constitutional amendment was introduced 
by Speaker Slaton and accepted by Mr. 
Perry; and these gentlemen are entitled 
to the great credit for their effective 
work in its behalf. Mr. Hall, of Bibb, 
was a strong advocate of the measure, 
and other leading members weré active 
in its support. It was adopted, with 
slight amendment, by a vote of 144 to

The bill provides for three judges, to 
be elected by the people. The terms of 
office are to be the same as those of the 
justices of the supreme court, excpt that 
the judges elected at the first election 
are to have terms of two, four and six 
Years respectively. That election is to be 
held at the time of the congressional 
elections next November. 

Changes in procedure of the court of 
appeals and in various other respects 
which experience or changed conditions 
may render desirable, may at any time 
be made by the legislature, but certain 
jurisdictional features and the require- 
ment as to election by the people can 
not be changed without a vote of the 
people. Matters not spedfically dealt 
with in other parts of the amendment 
are covered by the following compre- 
hensive proviaion: “‘The laws relaing to 
the supreme court, as to qualifications 
and salaries of the judges, the designa- 
tion of other judges to preside when 
members of the court are disqualified, 
the powers, duties, salaries, fees and 
terms of officers, the mode of carrying 
cases to the court, the powers, practice, 
procedure, times of sitting and costs of 
the court, the publication of reports of, 
eases decided therein, and tn all other 
respects, except as otherwise provided 
in this constitution, and until otherwise 
provided by law, shall apply to the court 
of appeals, so far as they can be made 
to apply.”’ 

The first term of the court is to be 
held on the first Monday in next Janu- 
ary, and the supreme court-is authorized 
to turn over to it cases of the court of 
appeals class then pending in the su- 
preme court. And, in order to prevent
